one day’s practical labor a week 
. in factories or on farms.

CAIRO, Jan. 25 — The Egyp- 
tian Foreign Ministry gave its 
answer today to the British re- 
quest for diplomatic status for 
the mission that will put. into 
effect here the financial agree- 
ment initialed Jan. 16. Egypt 
is reported to have acceded in 
part to the British request. 

The reply was handed to 
Colin Crowe, second ranking 
member of the delegation that 
negotiated the final details of 
the agreement. 

The formal signing of the 
agreement settling the .financial 
problems relating to the Suez 
Canal now is expected to be 
Tuesday or Wednesday. 

"t is not known exactly what 
name the British mission will 
carry, but it is expected to be 
a specific title descriptive of 
its task and not implying any 
exchange of diplomatic missions 
or formal recognition. The 
British have said they would 
welcome an Egyptian mission 
in London under a similar ar- 
rangement. 


Sensitivity Increases 

Some American sources pr 
vately express their concei 
that this sensitivity appears 1 
increase as the size of Unite 
States aid to Turkey growfc ar 
large numbers of Americans a 
rive to administer the aid pr< 
grams. 

It tends to cause “incidents 
whenever an American driver 
involved in a traffic acciden 
when a United States soldier 
caught flirting with a Turkis 
girl in a public park, as ha] 
pened here last summer; < 
when American sailors have tl 
poor taste to molest a Turkis 
flag, as happened recently i 
Smyrna (Izmir). 

The current criticism has n( 
been abated by the fact tha 
the investment agreement i 
identical with those the Unite 
States has with thirty-foi 
other countries. Nor does 
seem to make any different 
that the agreement has for -a 1 
practical purposes been in el 
feet saiice United States an 
Turkish negotiators initialed : 
on Jan. 15, 1957, although it ha 
just come up for ratification b 
Parliament. 

Like all the other “guarantee 
agreements, the Turkish-Amer 
ican Expropriation and Uonfi 
cation Guarantee . Agreeme 
was designed by Washington t 
encourage private investors t 
place capital in a foreign coup 
try. Any capital invested i 
Turkey is guaranteed by tb 
United States Government. J 

Should the property of a 
American company be expropi 
ated by ‘Turkey, United Stat 
officials would step in to neg 
tiate a settlement and pay oi 
the private investor.
